REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The metal forming devices and die set of the claims which include an anti-friction 
bearing structure which comprises a bearing substrate and an anti-friction layer was not found to 
be anticipated by or obvious over the prior art references of record. The anti-friction layer is 
formed by sintering onto the bearing substrate a composition comprised of at least 2 wt.% of 
particules of a hardfacing composition, and the balance comprising bronze powder, a lead alloy 
powder, a tin powder or a tin alloy powder. The closest prior art reference appears to be Danly, 
Sr. (5,094,548), which discloses a composite and a self-lubricating bushing containing a bearing 
for use in die sets, presses and other heavy duty machinery. The bearing includes a sintered 
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layer of bronze powder, lead alloy powder, tin powder or tin alloy powder. The bearing of the 
claims differs by comprising at least 2 wt.% of particles of a hardfacing composition. Although 
hardfacing compositions are known as evidenced by Ecer (4,474,861), Ecer does not teach 
bearings for metal forming devices and die sets as required by the claims.
